Murphy Restates Stand 
On Personal Property 
Tax In Antioch Speech 

W. J. Murphy, candidate for the 
Republican nomination - for State 
Representative,' at a. meeting in 
Antioch . on Tuesday evening re- 
stated his -stand on the personal 
property tax issue. 
.Murphy said he felt compelled to 
speak again on this issue, as a result 
of 'a newspaper report of a talk on 
this subject given by him at a meet- 
ing [of the Republican Women of 
Woodstock. He directed attention 
to his original announcement as a 
candidate at which time he advo- 
cated an eight point platform of 
legislative interests. Number one 
of that platform was, "Repeal of the 
Personal Property Tax— not Amend- 
ments but repeal." He said that the 
voting public was certainly entitled 
to repeal of at least one of the many 
vicious -taxes- now paid. -In. his 
Woodstock address on this import- 
ant subject, he .took this stand but 
then "went on to say there" was a 
"suggested plan" to remove the in-, 
equities' but keep the tax by — 

1.. Making everyone pay by re- 
quiring their tax receipt before is- 
suing State licenses for their cars, . 

2., Basing the tax assessment on 
so much for each room. 

3. Removing the yield from the 
farmer's fields, _ the stock from a 
"merchant's shelves, the inventories 
from an industrial plant from per- 
sonal property, tax assessments. 

Murphy in his address at Antioch 
called attention to the fact that this 
was a suggested plan — but not his 
suggested plan. He said, "I am well 
aware that I as one of 153 repres- 
sentatives in the general assembly 
cannot alone remove this tax — but 
my wishes and my interests will be 
aimed at such removal.".., 

"Part". of the plan suggested hat 
merit, such as removing the yield 
from a farmer's 'field, and stock and 
inventory from business 'and indus- 
try. However my. true aim is to 
relieve the little man— the home 
owner from this tax, that makes us 
lie and cheat to get out of it. ^re- 
state my .original statement, if a 
law Is such that It makes cheaters 
and. liars out of fine American peo- 
ple then there is something wrong 
with that law and it should be 
eliminated." He closed, by asking 
his friends to correct anyone who 
has misunderstood his stand on this 
issue.

Coffee and Butter 

"Let us make it clear immediately and without 
qualification that, the rising price of coffee irks us as 
much as It docs the, next man," says the Wall Street 
Journal. "Nevertheless the furor over coffee does 
IhighUght some curious circumstances. . • 

"The prices of other agricultural * products are 
Iiigh. We cite the case of butter. 

"In part at least the price of coffee goes up because 
tfhe supply is short in relation to demand. But there 
.is no such excuse for the price of butter. Instead 
production is ample and it continues to rise. 

"It has been charged that the short crop Is not 
«he only reason for the ascent of coffee prices: There 
Bias been muttering about cartel arrangements and 
manipulation. Well, in relation to butter no one has 
rto be in the dark about those features. The United 
States Government is running a gigantic butter cartel 
•which openly manipulates to keep the price far above 
what is would be in a free market, 

"Suppose that coffee were a domestic crop instead 
of an imported crop. Would the senators from the 
coffee states then be exercised about the present price? 
Or would they be Insisting that the price was just 
and that any attempt to bring it down would be ruin- 
ous to coffee raisers?"

The "March 1st issue of Newsweek featured an 
exceptionally clear and compelling article on the 
Ttnited States shipbuilding industry and merchant 
marine. It dealt in considerable detail with the grave 
problems that have arisen, their cause, the cure, and 
-with what this all means to the nation at large, 

Newsweek bce.an: "U, S. shipbuilders appear to 
"be running spank into a violent business storm." A 
3few facts bear that out. During the past 15 months, 
mot one new order for an oceangoing merchant vessel 
tias been received by an American yard. A year from 
now all but one of the ships now building will be com- 
pleted. Even that doesn't tell the whole story. For, 
Newsweek said, "Even if drastic remedies were 
adopted today, the benefits would not follow immedi- 
ately. There is usually a lag of about a year between 
the decision to build a vessel and the keel-laying. 
IMean while, shipyards arc faced with losing their 



valuable technical and design staff." 

There arc. various reasons for this situation.' 
Number 1 is that of money. A ship can be built in a 
foreign yard for about 4D per cent less than ( in this t 
country, due to our higher wage and other costs,.] 
Since 1048, foreign yards have received $878,000,000 » 
worth of business from American concerns.' Also, 
American shipping lines have been losing business to 
foreign competitors. According to Newsweek, Ameri- 
can flag vessels carried 56. per cent of our import and 
export business in 1947 — now they carry 28 per cent. 
According to Newsweek almost 80 per cent of the 1,246 
ships In our private oceangoing fleet were war-built 
and will become obsolete between 1962 and 1067. 

What is the public interest in this? Newsweek 
gave the answer: "The plight of the shipbuilders Isn't 
Just the story of on industry In trouble. The national 
security Is directly Involved." Later on the same 
point was stressed: "It Is true that the U. S. Merchant" 
marine is at a historic crossroads. - And the stake is 
far greater than the investments of any individual 
companies. The national security is inextricably in- 
volved." 

What is the solution? Authorities on merchant 
marine affairs say that, primarily, it lies in clearing 
up the muddled; matter of subsidy. Subsidies' have 
long been provided to American lines' because there Is 
no other practical way to equalize the great difference 
in building and operating costs they must meet as com- 
pared with their foreign competitors. But subsidy 
payments have been held back because, in Newsweck's 
words, "... through some inconceivable blunder, the 
statute covering the matter failed to authorize the 
General Accounting Office to ante up' the agreed- ' 
upon subsidies in many situations." So long as that ls\ 
the case, no line can afford to contract for new vessels. 
All believe that once this foul-up was eliminated, 
which can only be done by Congress, there would bo 
a flood of new orders for both passenger and cargo 
ships. • 

Finally, Newsweek e valued the prospects in 'these 
words: "The immediate outlook is an undeniably grim 
one. But, assuming new understanding and reason- 
ably prompt action in Washington, there is reason to 
hope for something better in the future. The end of 
the line for the merchant marine is not, after all, just 
around the corner,"
